Alterations and repair work now 
are permitted without authoriza- 
tion regardless of the type of work 
or cost.

Alterations formerly were 
considered as new construction 
and were subject to the same limi- 
tations as new construction. 

Rebuilding of damaged struc- 


tures is also permitted without al-/ 


teration. This exemption, howev- 
er, is limited to buildings destroy- 
ed by fire, flood, tornado, etc., 
since April 9, 1942. 

Repair work formerly covered 
only work necessary to keep a 
structure in sound condition or to 
make ea building safe and usable. 
The old order also restricted the 
amount of repair work that could

Pat Campbell, believed to be the 
oldest detective in point of serv- 
ice in the country, will retire from 
active duty on October 1. 

Campbell, with 48 years and six 
months of service to his credit 
with the police department, filed a 
request for retirement yesterday 
with Chief M. A. Hornsby. He 
joined the force as patrolman on 
March 31, 1897, and on May 1, 
1901, was ‘transferred to the detec- 
tive ‘bureau. 

Despite his advanced age of 78, 
Campbell has not lost a day of 
duty due to sickness in many years. 
He recalls only one absence due to 
bad health—17 days lost during 


the severe flu epidemic of 1918. 

In his long years of service with 
the police department, he has han- 
died some of the most famous At- 
lanta murder cases. Among these 
was the slaying of Mary Fagan, 
whose mutilated body was found 
in the basement of a business es- 
tablishment on Forsyth street.

PRAISES PATTON 

A favorite subject with the colo- 
nel is Gen. Patton, for whom he 
has nothing but praise and admir- 
ation. For instance: 

“In my opinion the American 
Army never had a better field 
' general,” he declared with feeling. 
In answer to the suggestion that 
the general has been criticized by 
som? on the score of heedless use 
of manpower, Col. Cook said 
quickly: 

“Patton was more conscious of 
manpower then anjone imagines. 
No one thought more deeply of the 
cost in lives—he conserved his sol- 
diers’ lives wherever possible. His 
theory was that rapid thrusts into 
and beyond the enemy’s lines was 
a saving factor in the long run be- 
cause the enemy thus would not 
heve time to prepare organized 
defense. 

“As for Patton personally, he 
can adapt himself to any occasion. 
He can be the perfect gentleman 
when the circumstances call for it, 
and he can ‘talk tough’ when that 


is necessary. And I never saw one. 


of his soldiers yet who didn’t feel 
intensely loyal] to him. No swivel 
chair general, he was always in 
evidence.” 

COOK IN WORLD WAR I 


Col. Cook came out of World 
War I as a captain, having served 
13 months overseas with the 325th 
Infantry, 82d Division. This time 
he spent 37 months in the Euro- 
pean theater. He flew over to Eng- 
land May 14, 1942, where he helped 
organize the Transportation Corps 
fet up on that island. In February, 
1944. Gen. Patton called on the 
chief of transportation for a trans- 
portation officer, and Cook was 
the one furnished. 

At that time Patton’s where- 
abouts were kept secret even from 
the American forces as far as pos- 
sible, and it was not until the lat- 
ter part of the following August 
that the world learned he was 
commanding the Third Army. Col. 
Cook said he was confident that 
the secrecy surroupding Patton’s

ing of the Remagen bridge. Instead 
of crossing the Rhine, as the Ger- 
mans were sure they , would, the 
Third Army diverted its course 
south and southwest from Coblenz, 
trapping there in a pocket about 
125,000 Germans. 

In March the Third Army cap- 
tured more than 80,000 German 
troops and drove the remainder 
into the lap of the Seventh Army. 

“After the breakthrough in Nor- 
mandy in July, 1944, Patton moved 
so fast the services of supply 
couldn’t keep up with him. So I 
helped reorganize the French rail- 
roads in the Third Army area. The 
Army engineers built back the rail- 
roads until the Rhine was crossed, 
and then the German civilians 
were put on the job. 

“By April the Germans knew 
the war was over. It was.obvious.

Cherokee county citizens are 
contributing $80,000 to the special 
endowment campaign now in prog- 
ress in behalf of Reinhardt Ccl- 
lege.

Japs Burn Incense 


On POWs’ 


Stomachs

Incense was burned on the stomachs of prostrate prisoners of 
war by vicious Japanese guards, an American officer revealed yes- 
terday as Col. Alva Carpenter announced at Manila that several 
thousand Japanese have been named in 1,000 atrocity cases already 


prepared for trial. 

Col Carpenter, head of the war 
crimes branch of Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s staff, said some of the Jap- 
anese atrocities were “master- 
pieces of hideousness.” 

He said the crimes were in 
three categories—those against 
peace by persons who planned the 
war; violations of the rules of war, 
including slaughter of hostages 
and mistreatment of prisoners, 


and crimes against humanity, cov-| 


ering slave labor, prisoners, and | 
deportation of civilians and assault. | 


Carpenter did not say when 
the trials would be held, but stat- 
ed Tokyo probably would be the 
scene. 

Our depositions and photograpic 
evidence are so complete that I 
don’t think we will need wit- 
nesses in most cases,” he com- 
mented. 

Meanwhile, headquarters of the 
Eighth Army in Yokohama an- 
nounced that about one-fourth of 
the 32,500 prisoners in Japan’s 
home islands had been liberated. 

The near starvation of more 
than 2,800 Allied prisoners, the 
beating of a hero of Bataan, and 
the weird banqueting of Wake is- 
land prisoners in efforts to obtain 
military information were other 
instances of Japanese cruelty re- 
vealed in dispatches. 

Some Japanese officials had 
complained to the Eighth Army 
about an “atrocity campaign” by 
the American press, but an Amer- 
ican officer promptly told cor- 
respondents the camp picture was 


Lt. Norman Churchill, of Toledo, 
O., who had visited the camps 
to arrange release of the prison- 
ers, told of brutal mistreatment 
by Japanese guards. 

The Japanese had accused the 
prisoners, Churchill related, of 
stealing Red Cross packages which 
were intended for the prisonérs. 

“I saw 20 men with ugly scars 
made by the Japs by burning in- 
cense on their fists as they held 
their arms out before them. If 
they dropped the incense they 
were badly beaten. 

“Three prisoners were placed 
on their backs and held down 
by guards standing on their arms 
and legs while incense was burn- 
ed on theif stomachs.” 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Hamilton Faron, with the Third 
Fleet in Tokyo bay, reported Adm. 
Halsey disclosed that more than 
2.800 Allied prisoners were on 


and besten by the Japanese. 

“We worked and _$ starved,” 
Jones said in relating his camp 
experiences. “We were stripped 
in parade. We were slapped in 
public. We were forced to pray 
three times a day to the emperor. 
We were made to bow to Jap 
privates and Jap civilians. There 
was no food. There was noth- 
ing.” 

“I don’t like Nips,” Jones said. 
“I don’t like them at all.” 

Librated Marine and civilian 
prisoners from Wake island re- 
lated how the Japanese victors 
had bayonetted to death ail 
wounded prisoners, then ban- 
queted the survivors for two 
weeks in futile efforts to obtain 
military information. 

After the feasting was over, the 
baffled Japanese shipped the pri- 
soners off to camps. 

American officers said _ that 
when the tide of military fortunes 
turned the official bearing of the 
Japanese softened.

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Mayor Hartsfield Is 


A good record is a valuable asset in 
politics. Never was this fact better illus- 
trated than in the substantial majority 
piled up by Mayor William B. Hartsfield 
in the Atlanta Democratic municipal pri- 
mary. 


Victor by more than 3,000 votes, Mayor 
Hartsfield is assured the people appreciate 
.and indorse the course of his government 
and the plans for the future. His record 
was too much for his opponent, Roy Le- 
Craw, to surmount. 


Atlanta was fortunate in this campaign. 
Rarely does a city have in its campaign 
for mayor two clean, able and outstanding 
men. No matter which way the election 
might have gone, the city would have had 
@ good man at its head. 


There will be some consideration of the 
_ Campaign on the basis of the returning sol- 
dier position in politics. Roy LeCraw, long 
in the National Guard, resigned as mayor 
to continue his guard duty. He served for 
a time in England. The people did not con- 
sider the campaign as one involving the 
return of a soldier to his job. This was a 
compliment, really, to Roy LeCraw since 
it recognized the fact he was back in his 
job already as a successful insurance ex- 
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Returned 


ecutive. Mayor Hartsfield’s record and 
plans were too large a barrier for him to 
surmount. It was in no sense a political 
repudiation of an ex-soldier since that was 
not the issue. 


The Constitution congratulates Mayor 
Hartsfield whom it long has recognized as 
one of the more able men in public govern- 
ment. 


There was one shocking and distressing 
aspect of the primary. For a time it looked 
as if the vote might not reach a total of 
more than 14,000. It finally climbed to 
about 17,000, only a little more.than half 
the registered vote. This primary was hot- 
ly contested and yet so great was the pub- 
lic apathy the vote was one of the smallest 
in years. If Mayor Hartsfield were a dif- 
ferent type official he might properly ac- 
cept this as a blank check to do as he 
pleased, the people not being interested. 


As it is, he is mandated to go ahead with 
his plans. The LeCraw vote indicated there 
is some dissatisfaction with certain phases 
of the police department and the Mayor 
will know what to do. 


We subscribe entirely to Mayor Harts- 


. field’s plea that we forget all differences 


and unite to build a greater and a better 
Atlanta. 


The President's Sound Message 


President Harry S. Truman yesterday 
delivered a sound, common-sense message 
to congress. 


' None can quarrel with his statement 
that the war will not be over for the home 
front until economic impacts have eased. 


A people groaning under taxes will wel- 
come his statement that limited reductions 
should be made, and, while eager for 
further reductions, will agree that “a total 
war cannot be liquidated overnight.” He 
asked congress to modernize the entire tax 
structure and with that, too, there will be 
general agreement. 


Congress will, we trust, extend the 


President’s war powers. The shooting has 
stopped, but the emergencies of war will 
continue to exist in many fields. 


It was a thorough message, going into 
the matter of jobs and general economic 
improvements. He asked for continued 
drafting of young men for a period of two 


years of service only, if the occupation _}- 


emergencies so require. That will meet 
with opposition, but it must be obvious we 
cannot turn all the men out and take no 
new ones in. It is very likely that within 
the next three months it will be possible 
greatly to reduce the draft requirements. 
But for the present, distasteful as is the 
prospect, there seems to be no alternative. 


Don't Let It Be Man o War 


It was Marie Antoinette who asked, 
when informed the French people were 
unable to get bread, “Why don’t they eat 
cake?”

pect of having to help feed Europe and 
ask why Europe didn’t eat something else, 
air or grass, presumably.

Sen. James E. Murray, of Montana, has 
revealed that the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration will 
purchase horse meat, canned, pickled, 


smoked and in sausage, for shipment to 
countries where it will be acceptable. Bel- 
gium started all this by ordering, three 
months ago, 10,000 tons of horse meat from 
Canada. 


This led to the revelation that this 
country slowly is becoming a horse-meat- 
eating country. Europe has been for cen- 
turies, perhaps always. Before the war 
this couftry consumed some 2,000,000 
pounds per year, a mere trifle to be sure. 
But still, horse meat steaks appeared regu- 
lanly on the Harvard Faculty Club menus 
and were highly regarded. Perhaps horse 
meat is a better brain food than fish.

Jim Key holds the present record of a little more than ten years. 
He was a great mayor with a lot of personal courage and a con- 
tempt for the ostrich attitude. 

He was in Paris when a young reporter asked him about prohi- 
bition. He said it was a farce. A curious ‘thing followed, one of 
those shameful “mob” scenes. It was a farce, of course, but so 
great was the hue and cry that Jim Key, as fine a Christian as 
ever worshiped his Savior, had to give up his Bible class and go 
teach an independent class in a downtown theater. I always have 
imagined that those who tried to “mob” him have been a little 
ashamed of it. 

They held a recall election and the people sent the grand old 
man back. Those were stirring days. 

Bill Hartsfield is the most nervous candidate I have ever seen. 
He sees things under the political bed and he sweats and trembles 
and gets excited about the preposterous rumors that go along with 
eyery campaign. 

He is not a nervous mayor. I believe he and Jim Key had more 
fun out of being mayor than anyone else—that is to say, they 
enjoyed it. Hartsfield never tires of attending meetings, dinners 
and rallies. He has an excellent political stomach which can digest 
the greasy, inedible fish served at fish fries; the half-done pork 
well lathered with hot sauce which appears at political barbecues, 
and the deadly fare of luncheon clubs. 


Speaker He could have been a great salesman. I doubt if it 

generally is recognized what a really superior per- 
sonality he has as a speaker. He sells himself awfully well to any 
audience. He has a fine sense’ of timing and can be humorous at 
the right time and knows how to make his audience laugh at him 
without making himself look ridiculous. 

He is one of the finest speakers in Georgia. His speeches are 
painless and very persuasive. He does a really artistic job in any- 
thing calling for speaking. Handling a crowd, or doing a job of 
master-of-ceremonies, is his dish. He is nervous—but good under 
pressure. 

Most of those made antagonistic by him become so because of 
his chief fault—an impatience which is not well concealed. It some- 
times causes him to speak sharply at a time when politicians not 
as good as he conceal their feelings. He gets exuberant, with the 
enthusiasm of a boy, and when riding the crest of a wave he is 
hard to stop. He will talk your left arm off about one of his 
enthusiasms. 

Criticism pains him and he has difficulty concealing it. This 
comes out of a sense of loyalty and a certain stubbornness. He will 
defend officials against criticism even when some of it is justified. 
Once this led to his defeat. For no good reason anyone knew, he 
defended and thereby saddled himself with an unpopular traffic 
judge. It wasn’t that he had any great attachment for the judge, 
but his traffic police were under fire and he stuck with anyone 
who was under fire. That gave him his one defeat. 

He is a very human person, and one of the best mayors in 
America, despite admitted inefficiencies in some departments. 


Reform City council really should do something about the posi- 
tion of Atlanta’s mayor—even if it be merely clarification. 

Atlanta’s mayor really has very little power. 

For instance, oné of the charges leveled against him was that the 
city had a surplus of only $1,700,000. His answer was that many 
streets had been paved; improvements made at the airport and so 
on...all of which had cost money. 

What he could not very well say was that Atlanta’s mayor really 
has nothing to do about money—except the power to recommend 
and veto. He can, if he has friends in council and appoints them to 
the finance committee, exert a direct influence on the city’s money. 
But i: is fair to point out that if the mayor is to be held responsible 
for money matters he should have some power over them. 

The same situation exists in other phases of government. The 
mayor is held responsible by the people—but council really is the 
responsible agent. 

Ahead of us are critical years when the impact of war’s problems 
will have their greatest impact on our lives. Atlanta 1s going to grow 
-—but it cannot do so within present limits. Those who make all 
they eat and wear and pessess in business or professions in Atlanta, 
ought to be a political factor in the city. Too many are not. 

Also ahead are the traffic improvements we must make. Hardly 
a city in America has the traffic problem of Atlanta. It will cost 
money—but it will pay for itself. The plan must be one to care for 
the future and that must be kept in mind when considering it. 

Bill Hartsfield will be a good man to have around, .

Many of the professional officers who directed the war will be 
retiring soon. General of the Army George C. Marshall reached 
the regular retirement age of 64 on Dec, 31, 1944. He has been 
chief of staff for more than six years. 

Admiral of the Fleet Ernest J. King is two years past the re- 
tirement age. General of the Army H. H. Arnold, commanding 
general of the Army Air Forces, is only 59, but he has been the 
top man in the air forces for seven years. He was ill a few months 
ago, and he believes in giving younger men a chance. 

All three of these men are still vigorous. And because of their 
great prestige with congress, which must determine the size and 
cost of our postwar military establishment, they will be released 
reluctantly by their respective services. But, after the tremendous 
burdens which they have carried, they are entitled to years of 
repose. Each of them may retire with the knowledge that he has 
earned a secure place in history. 

The President’s chief of staff, Fleet Adm. William D. Leahy, 
is 70. After serving as chief of naval operations he had beén gov- 
ernor of Puerto Rico and ambassador to France before Roosevelt 
made him his right-hand adviser on strategy. 

The logical successor to Gen. Marshall is General of the Army 
Eisenhower. Adm. King has no one logical heir. The two jobs 
which he holds—commander in chief of the fleet and chief of naval 
operations—may be separated again. Because of their prestige, 
Fleet Adm. Nimitz or Adm. Halsey might be chosen to lead the 
Navy’s fight for its postwar position. But before long the main 
responsibilities probably will be passed on to younger hands. 

Gen. Arnold probably will be succeeded either by Gen. Carl 
Spaatz or Lt. Gen. Ira Eaker. But the Army Air Forces have a 
flock of young general officers who have had heavy responsibilities 
during this war. Youngest of the services, the Air Force has a 
characteristically young man’s outlook. After a brief transitional 
period, the future of the Army Air Forces is likely to be entrusted 
to generals who are now in their thirties or early forties. 

The Navy has young men of comparable talent but not of com- 
parable experience in this war. It underwent a relatively smaller 
expansion than the Army and Air Forces, so that it offered rela- 
tively fewer opportunities for advancement of younger officers. 
In addition, it was more conservative than the Army about weeding 
out older officers and promoting outstanding younger regular offi- 
cers over the heads of their seniors, Also, it has been less ready 
to promote and otherwise reward reserve officers. 

As a result, the Navy will have to undergo a pretty drastic 
shake-out of older officers during the next few years if the men 
who will be called upon to direct it in the next war, if there is 
one, are to be given command experience comparable to that which 
the Air Forces, and to a lesser extent the Army, Nave already given 
to officers in the same age groups. 

The Navy would like to transfer about 30,000 reserve officers 
to regular service. It has worked out a plan for giving them, in

War Contracts 
Made Many Rich 


W ASHINGTON.—Now that the war is over, 

a fertile field is open for the investigation by 

congress of certain practices by which various 

individuals, war contractors mostly, and some of the trade associa- 

tion groups were able to feather their nests inordinately at the 
expense of the American taxpayer. 

After the events at Pearl Harbor, President Roosevelt. in fore 
seeing the vast government expenditures we would be compelled 
to make, announced that due safeguards would be-thrown up against 
a new crop of war millionaires. 

Remembering our sad experience in the last war, Mr. Roosevelt 
pledged that no new war millionaires would be created out of war 
contracts. Without seeking to deny to anyone the right to make a 
reasonable profit, he was merely insisting that we take the past 
great profits out of war. 

To that end congress passed a variety of legislation, all de 
signed to protect the United States Treasury. Perhaps the most 
notable of the lot was the excess profits tax, and the act giving 


the government authority to renegotiate contracts. 
Through these and other measures bil- 


Profits Held Down lions of dollars were returned to the 


Treasury, and profits out of government war business generally 
were held down to the desired minimum. 

But as usual some of the smart boys found means of getting 
around the restrictions. They did it through devious ways. 

No case has been reported where the stockholders of a company 
holding large war contracts with the government got rich. But 
some of the officers of these companies seem to have done pretty 
well for themselves, despite the limitations of the excess profits tax. 

As an example of some of the evasions reported, there is the 
case of a westerner who had extensive contracts in connection with 
the pilot training program. Renegotiation and the excess profits 
tax enabled him to keep only a small part of the huge profits his 
company accumulated. 

But, under the pretense of providing milk for the men he was 
training, he bought a dairy farm and stocked it with fine cattle.

All told, a considerable investment was tied up in collateral 
activities. 

He was able to write all of these items off in his tax reports 
as necessary expense costs. With the war over, he is left with 
valuable holdings which did not figure in the profits he was allowed 
to make from his contracts. 

There are many other instances of the kind. Not all of them 
may have. made a million dollars each, but the over-all profits in- 
volved are far beyond the limits Mr. Roosevelt had in mind in 
laying down his injunction against a new crop of war millionaires.

Allow 12 to 
18 minutes for whole bananas, 8 
to 12 minutes for quarters or 
lengthwise halves. Serve very 
hot.

The Army contemplated send- 
ing 300,000 troops directly to the 
Pacific from Europe by way of 
Marseille, Eyster said, and about 
150,000 had been dispatched when 
the schedule was halted abruptly 
Aug. 10. By Dec. 31, he said, some 
2,300,000 troops will have been re- 
turned to the United States in a 
little over seven months, 

Eyster said he wanted to ad- 
vise soldiers and their families 
that sheer mechanical considera- 
tions and shipping problems may 
get some low-point soldiers home 
before others with higher scores. 
The figure of these may be as 
high as 15 per cent of those re- 
turned in October, he said. 

This does not mean that they 
will precede high-point men out 
of the Army, he said. Discharge 
depends on critical score even -if 
redeployment may not.

Navy board of inquiry findings 
concerning the Pearl Harbor dis- 
aster placed heavy responsibility 
for the lack of alertness on Stark, 
who was then chief of naval opera- 
tions. Forrestal at the same time 
was an assistant secretafy under 
Col. Frank Knox. Gen. Marshall, 
who was the Army’s counterpart 
in Stark’s position, and who was 
criticized for pre-Pearl Harbor 
failures, was just as Solidly de- 
fended by Secretary of War Stim- 
son. The Navy is wondering why 
Forrestal took the opposite view 
regarding Stark. 

On April 9, 1942, almost five 
months after Pearl Harbor, the 
late President Roosevelt called 
Stark to the White House and in 
ceremonies there awarded him a 
gold star, for his meritorious dis- 
charge of duties which involved 
superior judgment as chief of 
naval operations prior to and fol- 
lowing the Hawaii attack. 

Early in March of the same year 
Stark was assigned as commander 
of United States naval forces in 
Europe and as commander of the 
twelfth fleet, which was operat- 
ing in those waters. He retained 
this command until Aug. 16, 1945, 
‘and during this time was deco- 
rated by the Army with the dis- 
tinguished service medal, for per- 
forming duties of great responsi- 
bility in a superior manner. 

At the present time the admiral 
is performing some _ undisclosed 
Navy chore, but is not retired, as 
Forrestal’s remarks might indicate. 
He is, however, past the statutory 
retirement age by several years. 

Just what the Navy secretary 
expected to accomplish in passing 
decision on Stark has many Naval 
officers puzzled. The chances of 
Stark ever again being assigned 
a top-flight job in the Navy are 
remote, not because of Forrestal’s 
decision, but solely because of his 
age and the fact that he has 
served the Navy ably in difficult 
assignments and is ready to step 
down. 

These facts make Forrestal’s re- 
marks meaningless, Navy men 
point out, and in addition they 
privately question his judgment 
which labeled a respected admiral 
as incapable of top command 
while he was actually performing 
it.
